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Sumner Welles 


In speaking on the American foreign 
policy in the post-war world, Friday 
night, before a capacity audience in 
George Washington hall, Sumner Welles, 
former undersecretary of state, de- 
scribed the position of the United States 
as the mightiest power in the world of 
nations today, having reached a cul- 
mination of national strength and a peak 
capacity. 

To use this power wisely and effec- 
tively in leading the United States and 
other nations out of chaos is the great- 
est challenge offered to a system of lib- 
eral democracy and, he said, if we accept 
the responsibility of world leadership, 
we must also accept the sacrifices that 
must be shared by the American people 
over a long period in order that we may 
fulfill our trust. 


The distinguished speaker who pre- 
sented his material in a straight-for- 
ward, almost somber manner without re- 
course to dramaties or gesticulations, 
traced the evolution of U. 8. foreign 
policy from one of complete divorcement 
from world affairs to one of participa- 
tion, pointing out that the decision of 
the United States to assume its share of 
world responsibility was made possible 
by the enlightened vision of the Ameri- 
can people themselves and not alone by 
the realization that isolationism does not 
mean security in the 20th century. 


In discussing the United Nations 
charter he stated that it is generally 
recognized that the charter is imperfect 
but the fact that it was agreed upon, 
that nations accepted less than they de- 
sired, makes it one great step toward 
world peace as a consequence of World 
War II. However, he emphasized that its 
effectiveness can only be measured by 
the willingness of the major powers to 
try to find a way to cooperate. 

He expressed the opinion that the 
way to secure cooperation with Soviet 
Russia is to follow a policy of strength 
in all international dealings, and he cited 
the Truman doctrine of aid to Greece 
and Turkey as an example of strong 
policy which will precent the establish- 
ment of an iron curtain from the Baltic 
to the Adriatic. 


Speaks on U. S. Foreign Policy

One of the country’s top-most au- 
thorilies on national policy, a famed 
statesman and expert on Latin-Ameri- 
can affairs, author of several books on 
international affairs, including “The 
Four Freedoms,” “The Time for De- 
cision” and his latest, “Where Are We 
Heading?” and formerly under-secre- 
tary of state, Sumner Welles, was 
photographed Friday night as he spoke 
to a large audience at George Wash- 
ington hall on “American Foreign 
Folicy in the Post-War World.” 


A graduate of Groton and Harvard 
University, Mr. Welles was the seven- 
teenth lecturer to be heard in the Al- 
Jred E, Stearns Fund series, and he 
was introduced to the large audience 


present by Claude M. Fuess, head- 


master of Phillips academy. 


Sharply critical of the “appeasement 
policy” pursued by former Secretary of 
State James Byrnes, Mr. Welles pointed 
out that Communist gains in Italy and 
France were all results of this policy. 

He urged that our representatives in 
the United Nations make it clear that 
we have a consistent international policy 
which the American people will back up 
with determination, and that we will co- 
operate with the Soviet through the 
medium of the United Nations in rec- 
ognition of the legitimate interests of 
all nations, including Russia herself. Mr. 
Welles, speaking in support of the late 
President Roosevelt’s appraisal of the 
Russian problem, pointed out that Mr. 
Roosevelt felt that time would be on the 
side of world peace and that cooperation 
with the United Nations could not help 
but raise the Soviet standard of living 
and in turn bring about a closer under- 
standing between the peoples of Russia 
and the United States. 

Critical of the course followed by the 
United States in its dealing with the Ar- 


gentine since 1944, he said that the 
American system created in 1933 had 
resulted in the true partnership of all 
nations in this hemisphere, but, that our 
whole policy toward Argentina had been 
disastrous from a long-range viewpoint. 
He declared that we had violated our 
pledge of non-intervention, aroused re- 
sentments and suspicions which the good 
neighbor policy had stilled, and had post- 
poned for two years the treaty of hemi- 
spheric defense. ‘ 

As a practical example of this, he 
cited the fact that publication of the 
State Department’s Blue Book on Argen- 
tna aroused even the opponents of Gen- 
eral Peron to such an extent that his 
victory in a fair and open election was 
practically assured. 

He praised Secretary Marshall’s firm 
refusal to sacrifice democratic principles, 
although he said that not a vestige of 
agreement between the Soviet and the 
Western Powers had resulted from the 
Moscow conference, which he described 
as a “stalemate,” with no prospects of 
furopean reconstruction. He said that 
we should pursue a policy to fence in 
Russia, but a policy that would prevent 
Russia from fencing in other countries. 

Summing up an ideal foreign policy 
for the United States in the post-war 
world, Mr. Welles laid down four funda- 
mental courses of action for us in each 
theater of world influence: 

First, in this hemisphere, we must 
maintain Pan-American friendship; sec- 
ond, in the Far East, we must sponsor a 
free China, maintain supervision of 
Japan, and in cooperation with Russia, 
aid the peoples in Asia who are seeking 
their freedom ; third, in Europe, we must 
insure ‘a peaceful settlement with Ger- 
many which will break down economic 
barriers and that we must this time 
make sure that Germany will never 
aga n have the ability to wage war; and 
finally, in the Near East, we must work 
to bring about the settlement of the 
Palestine question, guarantee the inde- 
pendence of the Near Eastern countries, 


and assure open waterways for all 
peaceful purposes.

We're going to have to decide pretty soon just what we’re 
going to do about our district nurse set-up. For years it has 


‘been part of the Andover Red Cross Chapter’s activities, but 


at the request of national headquarters, the work is to be given 
up as far as the Red Cross is concerned. 

Three possibilities have been suggested as ways of carry- 
ing on this work. One would involve the setting-up of the same 
system as is now used in North Andover and Methuen, where 
girls in training at the Lawrence General Hospital go out in 
district work as part of their training. Another suggestion would 
have the work done under public auspices, and the third would 
involve much the same set-up as at present, except that there 
would be a private drive for funds to carry on the work. 

The last suggestion seems to have many points in its favor. 
It would give the town a regular nurse, whereas it would prob- 
ably be impossible for the hospital to guarantee the same girl 
all the time. For many years now, under Miss Campbell, Miss 
Lowe, and the present Miss Woodbury, we have had the work 
very efficiently handled, with a continuity and an interest that 
could not exist under a part-time system. 

It takes very little to operate this work with only about 
$3,000 per year being required. It is worth far more than that 
to the citizens of Andover who are in need of nurse attention, 
but who do not need to or cannot afford to go to a hospital. 
Despite the fact that there are so many drives besetting the 
townspeople in these days, this one would seem to be very 
desirable and its goal would be quite easy to attain. 


Strengthening Precedent 


Chairman Arthur Lewis of the School Committee informed 
the Townsman this week that he also was not going to run for 
re-election next year. He will have served fifteen years by that 
time, and no one can question his interest in the school de- 
partment and his ability to look on both sides of every question. 

This means that next March, no person will be running 
for anything more than a fourth term in office. Let us hope that 
in the succeeding year anybody who has served four terms will 
also retire, to give new blood a chance. Let us hope further- 
more, that the new blood that is forthcoming is very much 
worthwhile, from candidates whom we would be very glad to 
see elected.

Open Meeting Investigates Methods 
Of Maintaining Andover’s District Nurse 


In an effort to 
most effecient manner of continu- 
ing the services of district nursing 
upon the discontinuance of the 
program by the Red Cross, the 
Visiting Nurse’s association heard 
representatives from the Lawrence 
General hospital at an open meet- 
ing Tuesday night in the lower 
court room describe the procedure 
carried on by the hospital for sur- 
rounding communities insluding 
Lawrence, North Andover and 
Methuen. 

The meeting took the form of 
an informal discussion with Mrs. 
A. B, Sutherland, president of the 
Lawrence General hospital, Miss 
Barnes, superintendent, 
and Miss Emma Brown, head of 
district nursing, answering the 
questions posed by the committee. 

Mrs. Sutherland stated that the 


program is partially financed by 
paid calls and that the deficit is 
made up from hospital “free 


funds” resulting from investments 
and contributions. In presenting 
her personal Opinion, she re- 
marked that a town such as An- 
dover with its freat amount of 
civic pride should have little dif- 
ficulty in carrying on the district 
nursing program locally but she 
said that should Andover wish to 
receice the service from the Law- 
rence General hospital, a formal 


‘equest should be made to the 
board of Directors for a vote, 
Miss Brown indicated that in 


assuming the responsibility of the 
Andover area, the hospital would 
find it necessary to hire one or two | 
more nurses to carry on the work |!

It was brought out during the 
discussion that Miss Helen Wood- 


bury, Andover’s district nurse, 
makes from 1500 to 1800 calls 
per year with a financial return 


from paid visits of approximately 
$800. The total cost of the pro- 
gram under the present set-up ap- 
proaches $3,000. 

The trend of Tuesday night’s 
discussion showed a strong feel- 
ing among those present that the 
service should be maintained local- 
ly and the remaining alternatives 
are: should it be a town project 
under the Board of Health or 4a 
private association supported by 
subscription. 

The association will welcome an 
opinion from the people of the 
town regarding all three possible 
plans as it is their wish that the 
District Nursing service be conun- 
ued in the way which will provide 
the best service to the town and 
under a plan which will allow for 
expansion to meet the growls 
health needs of the community.
